This w-«s tho unanimous 
opinion of the library cominitteo of 
liio university which held its (|U.artor- 
ly me<jting yesterday afternoon in the 
UC"lpath Library Building. was 
pointed oui In the r^^porl ^ii-en by 
Dv. G. U. Lomer that the library Is 
working to capacity In every d-par'.- 
ment, and further Kcrvlco can be ex- 
pected only If provision is mado for 
the' extension of the building, st.aff 
and funds. During the List eight ye.i.rs 
tiio circulation h,-i;i ir.i:n;;ised from 1),- 
fiOO to over 111,000 wlilIc liie numlxr of 
readers has Increased from 17,000 to 
75,000. 

During tho sessions lOl.i .ind lOlS 
there were S97 students registered at 
McGIll as opposed to Z.Z\f> during the 
.se.-^sion 191!' ,mil 1!>'2S. Ciri-nbit ion dur- 
ing the . academic^ year 1918 and 1919 
was only 13,AC6, while last year it 
was 111,527.- Readers then numbered 
lii,.^G9 while last year tho number of 
readerH wa?

K. Lionel Judali, Cur- 
ator of tho -Museum, iiaa arranged tho 
setting of tho room so- that its beauti- 
ful workmaii.slilp may bo easily seen. 

"V\'hen Dr. Uullor. ot Montreal, do- 
iialed tho vido to !ho Redpath Muse- 
um S.'i yearr, -.iiit, is Inches had to bo 
sawn off in order to accommodate It. 
It l.s ,12 toot fivQ inches in height, and 
hollow inside.

second figure is a largo bear -with a 
ions, vrojootins longu,?, and face 
shown ill each oar.

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LIBRAIV; PROBLEMS 

When it was erected six years ago the ad- 
ilitioii to the library was expected to take care 
of it* growtli for at least ten, 15, or more years, 
longer. It Ls therefore .son\ewhat surprising to 
rind in tlie rej-ioin of the library commilteo thnt 
this new wing is now completely filled and ihai 
the expedient? which had to be adopted in the 
old day.*, such a? makc-fhifl shelves in odd 
corners of the building, tcmporaiy storage of 
.■^ome of the less used books, arc once more, be- 
ing called into play. 

And yet, perhajv; it is not so strange. 
A;ery week, a? you may have noticed in the 
column? of the •'Daily", a li.«t of from 250 to 
oOO "Recent Additions to the Library" is an- 
nounced. Result: 3712 accessions during the 
quarter, October 1 to December 31, which is at 
the rather alarming rate of well over 10,000 
volumes per year. Obviously these cannot float 
around any old place at all, and so in the short 
lime of .=ix years the problem has once more 
become acute. Such collections as the Ge.st 
hinese Research Limrary. while no doubt a 
very desirable and valuable additions, provide 
serious problems to the libraiy authorities, 
especially in cases like ourR where sufficient 
.<pac'e is not availablf. 

One of the chief trouble^ .-eems to be that 
there is no accomodation for the School of 
(îraduate Stiidiei^. The candidates for higher 
degrees, from the verj- nature of their work, 
mùst spend a large amount of time in the lib- 
rary, and require individual de.«kp there. At 
present these are sadly lacking. Because ot the 
great variety of their studies the problem can- 
not be solved at it was three years ago with the 
Freshman Enpiish classes by establishing a 
special branch in the Arts Building. Even if 
space were available in other buildings, which 
it is not. ihc step is in thç main, one in the 
wrong direction. An institution of the type of 
library demands centralization, and such ex- 
pedifrir." must be regarded as temporary. 

Another contributory cause for the present 
congestion is the fact that the library is now 
giving formal— and -.veil attended — courses on 
all the various operations and arts of the mod- 
ern library— the first and only school of its 
kind in Canada. Its quarters are small and in- 
adequate, but even they take a certain amount 
of i-oom which would othenvise be filled witli 
books. 

Just wiiiti we a.- uiidei'graduates can do 
about it is diffieuh to .-ee. We certainly cannot 
get along without the. library and to l>e of much 
use it inu.^t remain vital— alive and growing. 
With ih« library addition. gA-mna^ium. dormi- 
tories, and numerous smaller items needed bad- 
ly it would .-^'ipm that .some large scale financ- 
ing is iiece.ssary. Has McGill enough graduate.-; 
and friends to make possible another financial 
Ciunpaign ?
